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Nonstop negotiations for peace 


PARIS (UPI) — Dr. Henry A. 
Kissinger held virtually nonstop 
negotiations today in an effort to 
bring a quick end to Ihe Vietnam 
War, and diplomaticf sources said he 
was approaching a compromise on 
the most troublesome issue —the 
withdrawal of North Vietnamese 
troops from the South. 
While Kissinger met with Hanoi’s

Thieu for a Christmas cease-fire, 
which

In doing so the Communists 
injected a new issue into the 


troubled 
negotiations—they 
de­ 
manded for the first time that Thieu 
join the United States in signing any 
cease-fire agreement. Thieu has 
said he would never sign an accord 
that did not call for withdrawal of 
the North Vietnamese.

check is ^25,000 short 


The City of Lompoc received its 
first revenue sharing check from the 
federal government yesterday, but 
it is $25,000 short of what the city 
had Deen led to expect. 
Mayor 
George 
Cotsenmoyer 
revealed the amount of the check as 
$94,000 instead of $119,000, which is 
the payment for the first half of 
1972, January to June. 
The city originally was told it 
would 
be 
receiving an annual 
payment of $238,000 for 1972, half of 
which was to arrive in October (it 
came this week) and the other half 
to arrive the first of the year. 
Gene Wählers, city administrator, 
said the city had been informed by 
the U.S. Treasury Department, 
before this check arrived, that the 
amount might be smaller than the 
city anticipated. 
Wählers said it was explained that 
the formula had been changed for 
determining 
what 
the 
various 
government entities would receive, 
consequently many would come up 
short. 
The city has been instructed, 
however, Wählers said, to use the 
federal 
government formula 
to 
determine what it feels the city 
should receive, then apply for the 
extra funds, if any. 
Wählers said he has not as yet 
received the formula. 
The money will be deposited into a 
special trust fund and will not be 
spent until the 1972-73 fiscal year, 
which begins July 1. 
In a recent sf^ ial study session 
on revenue sharing the city council 
decided the money would be spent 
only on major capital expense 
projects and on projects of non­ 
recurring nature. 
No specific projects will be 
determined until the council begins 
its annual meetings on the city’s 
preliminary budget, expected to 
start in April or May.

City's request for 
HUD funds now in doubt 


A cloud hangs over the City of 
Lompoc’s bid for federal planning 
funds pending a hearing before a 
committee of the County-Cities 
Area Planning Council in Solvang on 
Thursday. 


Elements of the question were 
placed before the Lompoc Planning 
Commission last night. Community 
Development Director A1 Autry told 
the commission that the council’s 
staff has indicated there may be 
some conflict between the city’s bid 
for HUD 701 funds to do an 
En viro n m e n ta l 
Resources 
Management Element Study on the 
one hand, and the council’s bid for 
similar funds for a similar study on 
a county-wide basis. 


Autry doesn’t agree. He told the 
Record today that the city’s request 
and that of the council are separate 
issues. He said the city needs the 
funds in order to do a more localized 
study for the Lompoc area. 
The city seeks some $20,000 in 


federal funds to go with $10,000 in 
local funds for a study of four 
related elements of the General 
Plan: conservation, open space, 
seismic safety and public facilities. 
The issue will be discussed by the 
T ech n ical 
Planning 
and 
Management Committee of the 
council on Thursday. A negative 
view by the committee and then a 
similar view by the entire council 
would probably mean the city’s 
request would be given a lesser 
priority at the state level, Autry 
said. The difference would probably 
be tantamount to denial of the city’s 
request 
for 
the 
federal 
funds 
according to some sources consulted 
by the Record today. Efforts to 
reach 'Sam 
Clawson, 
executive 
director of the Santa Barbara 
County-Cities 
Area 
Planning 
Council, failed. 
Autry said last night he would 
enlist the aid of Councilman Sol 
Lefkowitz and others to support the 
city’s stand. 


Trum an 
condition 
^unstable^ 


KANSAS CITY (UPI) - The vital 
body signs of Harry S Truman 
became “ unstable” today. The 88- 
year-old former president’s heart 
beat and breathing quickened and 
his temperature rose. 
“ Former 
President 
Truman 
remains serious,” said a morning 
medical report on his condition. 
“ His vital signs became somewhat 
unstable 
during 
the 
night—his 
respiration, pulse and temperature 
increased.” 
John 
Dreves, 
spokesman 
for 
Research 
Hospital, 
would 
not 
divulge 
Truman’s 
pulse 
rate, 
temperature or blood pressure, 
although that information had been 
given at previous medical briefings. 
Truman’s 
doctors 
said 
the 
irregular heartbeats, a condition of 
his age, would keep him in serious 
condition 
indefinitely. 
He 
was 
removed from the critical list 
Sunday. 
He was given oxygen constantly 
through a mask to help him breathe 
and to ease the strain on his 
weakened heart. He was fed through 
a nasal tube. 
“ His blood pressure remained 
within normal ranges,” Dreves said. 
“ Kidney function remains adequate. 
President 
Truman continues to 
tolerate his tube feeding well.” 
Truman, who once vowed to live 
to age 90, fell asleep Monday night 
after his daughter and wife left the 
hospital and returned to the family 
home 
in 
nearby 
Independence. 
In 
Monday’s 
final 
medical 
statement, 
Truman’s 
personal 
physician said the nation’s 33rd 
President “ continues to rest quietly. 
His blood pressure was 100 over 60 
and pulse 80, both within normal 
limits.” 
Dr.Wallace Graham’s statement, 
read by a hospital spokesman, said 
Truman was still considered in 
serious condition “ and will continue 
to be so for an indefinite period.” 
Graham and consulting internist 
Dr. Wilson Miller were administering 
extra 
medication 
for abnormal 
heart rhythm but Truman at one 
point during the day, told them, “ I 
feel all right.” Asked if he hurt 
anywhere, Truman’s response was 
“ no,” Dr. Graham said. 
Truman 
was 
admitted 
to 
Research Hospital one week ago 
when he developed symptoms of 
heart failure and lung congestion. 
His 
condition 
deteriorated 
to 
“ critical” the following day and 
remained so until Sunday. The 
hospital’s

diagnosis.”

Astronauts call 
moon scenery 


unbelievable 


SPACE CENTER, Houston (UPI) 
—Apollo’s 
last explorers 
found 
evidence early today suggesting 
their picturesque base in a lunar 
valley might be the scene of one of 
the moon’s last volcanic upheavals. 
Eugene A. Cernan and Harrison 
H. “ Jack” Schmitt worked long and 
hard on the first of three excursions 
from the Apollo 17 spacecraft Chal­ 
lenger. They were rewarded with a 
view of the most exquisite lunar 
scenery seen first-hand by man. 
“ Oh, my golly, unbelievable,” 
exclaimed Cernan when he first set 
foot on the moon. 
“ A geologist’s paradise,” said 
Schmitt, the first geologist to go to 
the moon. 


The astronauts’ quest for rocks 
spanning the ages of lunar evolution 
resumes at 6:03 p.m. EST today, one 
hour later than scheduled, when 
they drive their moon buggy 3 1-2 
miles to an avalanche at the foot of a 
sun-washed mountain 7,790 feet 
high. 
Mission control ordered the delay 
because the astronauts were late 
starting their sleep period after an 
exhausting first day on the moon’s 
surface. 
In 
orbit 
overhead, 
command 
module pilot Ronald E. Evans flies 
the mothership America on a lonely 
surveillance mission. He added to 
the scientific output of the nation’s 
final planned moon expedition by 


sighting two flashes of light on the 
dark 
lunar 
horizon. 
Scientists 
thought he may have seen meteoroid 
impacts. 


Challenger landed only 272 feet 
from its target Monday afternoon, 
and six hours later, Cernan and 
Schmitt had an American flag flying 
from man’s sixth base on the moon. 
Their home for three days was 
ringed 
by 
rounded, 
knobby 
mountains and a 300-foot cliff. 


The two explorers spent 7 hours, 
12 minutes on their first outing 
across the rolling, pockmarked floor 
of the valley called Taurus-Littrow. 
They returned to Challenger at 2:07 
a.m., tired, dirty and satisfied with 
the job they accomplished. 


“ I’m very pleased with what we 
got done,” said Flight Director M. 
Pete Frank after the astronauts 
were back in Challenger and settling 
in for eight hours of sleep to recover 
from an arduous 22-hour work day. 
“ I thought the crew did an 
outstanding 
job. 
They 
worked 
extremely hard.” 


Despite the labors, Cernan and 
Schmitt 
were 
in 
good 
spirits 
throughout the first excursion. At 
one point, as he loped across the 
surface like a kangaroo, Schmitt 
sang, “ While strolling on the moon 
one day, in the merry, merry month 
of May .. .December.”

Moscone 'tentatively' 
Report from America 
favors Reagan plan 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - Senate Democratic leader 
George Moscone says he is “ tentatively' in favor of Gov. 
Ronald Reagan’s proposal for a two-part state income tax 
cut. 
However, the San Francisco lawmaker said Monday he 
would first like to see the “ closure of certain tax loopholes 
which would produce even greater savings and an even 
greater rebate if there is to be one. " 
Reagan told UPI in an interview that he will propose the 
income tax reduction to the 1973 legislature. His proposal 
would provide a one-time rebate using some or all of the 
$700 million state surplus and a permanent, across-the- 
board cut using the on-going surplus. 
A spokesman for Assemblyman Willie L Brown Jr., D- 
San Francisco, said Reagan’s proposal was “ highly 
premature,” especially since the legislature hasn’t even 
seen the governor’s 1973 budget proposal. 
“ We would not favor an income tax rebate when we have 
just increased the sales tax by 20 per cent.” Brown's 
spokesman said. “ If there is going to be a rebate, perhaps 
we should cut the sales tax by one-half per cent or use the 
money to meet the Serrano decision <by the state Supreme 
Court on school financing 
Other top Democrats were unavailable Monday for corn- 
met on Reagan’s plan. 
Moscone said the Reagan’s proposal is “ another thing 
that looks great in public but the governor again is treading 
very light on the feet of those wealthy backers who avoid 
paying their fair share.” 


Mistrial declared in 


Pentagon Papers case 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) -U.S. District Court Judge Matt 
Byrne formally declared a mistrial Monday in the Penta­ 
gon Papers case and ordered selection of a new jury. The 
move brought immediate delaying tactics by the defense. 
Leonard Weinglass, the Chicago Seven trial lawyer who 
now represents Anthony J. Russo, filed a motion challeng­ 
ing the jury selection system in Los Angeles federal courts. 
He said Chief U.S. District Court Judge Albert Lee Ste­ 
phens commented before a group of about 200 prospective 
jurors last August that “ ridiculous” selection proceedings 
were being argued in the Pentagon Papers case. 
Byrne, who will dismiss the present jury today, said he 
would rule at that time on whether to permit an open 
hearing into the challenge, a move that could delay jury 
selection until after the first of the year. 
Russo and Daniel Ellsberg are charged with conspiracy, 
theft of government property and violations of the 
Espionage Act in the leak of the secret documents on the 
origins of the Vietnam war. 
Russo and Ellsberg personally joined in the motion for 
dismissal Monday and waived any claim to double jeopardy 
they might have with the selection of a second jury. 
“ I have the feeling there is a new spirit in the trial,” 
Ellsberg told newsmen. 


Escaped convict 
captured on bridge 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) — The convict who escaped 
during an ambush in which an unarmed Chino Prison guard 
was killed was recaptured Monday after a police chase on 
the San Francisco-Oakland Bay Bridge. 
He was identified as Ronald Wayne Beaty, 35, a convicted 
robber and a member of the Venceremos revolutionary 
organization. 
Officers Joseph Carlin and Gregory Beatty, patrolling 
San Francisco in a squad car, recognized Beaty as his car 
entering a bridge approach and gave chase. 
Other police and the California Highway Patrol were 
called by radio and Beaty’s car was stopped half way to 
Oakland. 


With Beaty, police said, was Miss Jean S. Hobson, 30, in 
whose handbag a pistol was found. She was identified as a 
Venceremos and held in the ambushing case. She had no 
address. 
Although Beaty had a revolver, he too surrendered peace­ 
fully, police said. 


Beaty escaped last October when a prison car carrying 
him from Chino to court in San Bernardino was halted in a 
daylight highway ambush by three armed men and woman. 
After the convict’s shackles had been removed with a bolt 
cutter, the ambushers shot and killed guard Jesus Sanchez, 
24, and seriously wounded the other guard, George J.

“ These men have treated me like a 
gentleman at the prison and I like to treat 
them like gentlemen at my home,” 
Cardwell 
said. 
“ There's 
no 
ulterior 
motive for this — in fact, it costs me 
money. There's no requirement in this job 
that says I ’ve got to share holidays at my 
home with the inmates. It’s something I 
like to do.” 
Cardwell says his family looks forward 
to holiday gatherings with the guests— 
even though they happen to be from the

Peron to go to Paraguay 


BUENOS AIRES (U PI) - Former 
Argentine President Juan D. Peron was 
offered the presidential candidacy of his 
Justicialista National Liberation Front 
party but will renounce the nomination and 
leave for Paraguay Wednesday, a Peron 
spokesman said today. 
Peron, who returned Nov. 17 after 17 
years of exile, is barred from running for 
president 
anyway 
by 
a 
residence 
requirement 
imposed 
by 
the 
ruling 
military junta. 


Carlos Imbaud, a Justicialista leader, 
told newsmen outside Peron’s suburban 
home after leaders offered him the candi­ 
dacy 
Monday 
night 
that 
Peron 
had 
promised to study it “ with seriousness, 
responsibility and grandeur.” 
In view of the residence requirement 


bar, Peron’s alternative to refusing the 
candidacy would be to accept it and order 
his followers to abstain from the March 11 
election. 
However, Hector J Campora. Peron's 
spokesman said: 
—’’The candidate will be a young, 
civilian Peronist.” 
—Peronists should prepare for "a sad 
announcement within 72 hours which will 
make our wounds bleed anew.” 
—Peron will depart for Paraguay. Dec. 
13, as first leg of a trip which will take him 
to Peru, Panama, his home in Spain for 
Christmas, Romania and China, before 
bringing 
him back 
to Buenos 
Aires 
sometime next month. 
The "sad announcement” was presumed 
to be a reference to the 77-year-old ex­ 
president s refusal of the candidacy. 


Women students guinea pigs? 


WASHINGTON (U PI) -A Ralph Nader 
research group says women students at 
many universities are being used as guinea 
pigs for a “ moming-after-pill” to prevent 
pregnancy despite “ strong evidence” that 
it causes cancer. 
Dr. Sidney M. Wolfe, director of the 
Health Research Group, based here, said 
in a letter to the National Student Associa­ 
tion (NSA) that the drug, called, diethyl 
stilbestrol 
( DES ) 
is given to coeds 
“ without even the most rudimentary 
observance of professional standards and 
informed consent.”

SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) -A seagoing 
tradition dating back to iron men and 
wooden ships ends today when the U.S. 
Navy’s hospital ship Sanctuary sails with 
60 female crewmembers aboard. 
The Sanctuary, pioneer ship in the 
Navy’s program to add women to regular 
deck crews, steams out of San Francisco 
Bay on a one-day shakedown cruise 
following extensive reconditioning at a 
shipyard here. 
The crew has lived ashore during the 
shipyard work, and the women moved 
aboard just before the sailing. 
The women’s quarters on the ship, a 
veteran of World War II and Vietnam, 
were 
little different than the men’s 
“ except for some modifications such as 
doors on the women’s showers,” according 
to a Navy spokesman.

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Nixon freezes own salary; to continue economic control 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
—President 
Nixon 
has 
ordered his salary and that of other government 
leaders frozen and announced his intention to continue 
economic controls in 1973. But Democrats in Con­ 
gress’ Joint Economic Committee say controls should 
be lifted immediately. 
The Economic Stabilization Act, which gave the 
President authority to appoint the Pay Board and 
Price Commission as monitors of the economy, 
expires April 30 The law can be extended only with 
congressional approval. 
Treasury Secretary George P. Shultz and Director 
Caspar W. Weinberger of the Bureau of Management 
and Budget told reporters Monday of the President’s 
intentions. 


“I’m rulingout just going back to an uncontrolled 
system with a statement that everyone ought to 
behave in such and such a fashion and hoping that they 
do,” Shultz said. 


Sens. Jacob K. Javits,R-N.Y., and John Tower, R- 
Tex., said in separate statements that they agreed 
with the White House, but the senators said there 
should also be plans for ending controls. 
Democrats on the Joint Economic Committee said 
in a statement that controls had curbed wages, but 
failed to restrain prices. The Democrats said they 
should be allowed to expire with the law. 
The AFL-CIO said in September that nine of every 
10 wage increases this year had been held to the 


President’s guidelines of 5.5 per cent or less. 
The Labor Department reported last week that the 
wholesale price index increased faster in the first 11 
months of 1972 than it had in 1971. Consumer prices 
from January to October also rose, but the 
department said except for some items such as food 
and lumber the rate of increase was less than in 1971. 
Rep Wright Patman, D-Tex., said he believed that 
Congress would “make an independent judgment on 
the continuation of the program regardless of what 
the President may recommend” . 


Patman 
is chairman of the House Banking 
Committee, which he said would hold hearings early 
next year on the administration’s proposal. 


Before the administration decides on the details of 
the extension, Shultz said it will consult with 
representatives of consumer groups, labor unions, 
industry and Congress. 
Shultz said the President planned to hold federal 
spending this fiscal year below $250 billion despite the 
92d Congress’ refusal to adopt the ceiling 


As the first step, Shultz said Nixon was freezing 
federal hiring, his salary and the salaries of the vice 
president, cabinet members, Supreme Court justices 
and members of Congress. 
Shultz also said Nixon was reducing the White 
House staff. “The hope is that everyone else in 
government will play follow the leader,” he said.

Thieu again rejects 
peace agreement 


SAIGON (UPI) —President Nguyen Van Thieu today 
offered a Vietnam Christmas truce and a prisoner of war 
exchange 
but again rejected the U.S.-Hanoi peace 
agreement. The Vietnamese Communists in Paris almost 
immediately branded his offer ‘‘absurd and unreasonable.” 
In an impassive speech delivered to an equally impassive 
joint session of the National Assembly, Thieu said there can 
be no permanent peace while North Vietnamese troops 
remain in South Vietnam. 
He said specifically he was making his offer on behalf of 
U.S. POWs, adding that the truce could be extended indefi­ 
nitely and negotiations could continue in the meantime. 
Thieu suggested direct negotiations between North and 
South Vietnam. 


Communist delegates to the Paris peace talks rejected 
Thieu’s cease-fire terms as an attempt to delay peace and 
called on the United States to sign immediately the U.S.- 
Hanoi draft peace pact announced Oct. 26. 


A Viet Cong delegation spokesman said, “The obstinate 
attitude and the absurd and unreasonable demands of the 
Thieu administration merely further unmask his design to 
block a correct peace solution for the Vietnamese peace 
problem.” 


The spokesman told United Press International, ‘‘Thieu 
has once again proved to be the major obstacle on the road 
to peace, national concord and reconciliation.” 


The United States, the Viet Cong spokesman said, has the 
power to put a prompt end to the war by ignoring Thieu’s 
opposition to the basic political and military terms of the 
draft accord, now being refined in private Paris talks by 
White House aide Henry Kissinger and Hanoi’s Le Due Tho. 
Thieu has offered truces, prisoner exchanges and direct 
talks before, but Hanoi has always rejected them—although 
brief holiday truces are commonplace in the Vietnam war.

Children pay 
The high cost of moving

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
What happens to the children 
of families who move from 
one community to another? 
As corporations transfer per­ 
sonnel. they help the family 
find new housing and fre­ 
quently have a program to 
welcome wives into the new 
community. But more care 
and concern should be di­ 
rected toward the emotional 
impact on school-age chil­ 
dren who are thrust into a 
totally new environment. 


Both parents and educa­ 
tors can cushion the shock of 
moving, according to a wom­ 
an who has worked with 
young children at her own 
private school in New York 
City and has watched m yri­ 
ads of children come and go 
as their families were forced 
to move. 


“More than 25 per cent of 
A m e r i c a n schoolchildren 
move each year,” said Mari­ 
anne Everett, founder and di­ 
rector of The Everett School, 
“and too little thought is 
given to the terrible cost this 
brings to the emotional de­ 
velopment of many of them .” 


Studies have been made 
which point up the deep re­ 
actions of the children who 
move. Children are mainly 
concerned with their rela­ 
tionships — l o s i n g old 
friends, fear of the unknown 
in the new school. Children 
who have moved have re­ 
ported in these studies that 
they often feel they are being 
treated unfairly, that no one 
cares and that people in the 
new school are unfriendly. 


“And 
such 
problems 
can 
seriously effect their aca­ 
demic achievement.” Miss 
Everett said 


Parents who move around 
the country are mostly pro­ 
fessional people 
and 
both 
skilled and unskilled labor. 
They think of themselves as 
a permanent part of any 
community in which they 
live. But it is frequently hard 
for their children to feel the 
same wav 


Before a child enters a new 
school one or both parents 


should visit the principal to 
explain 
why 
the 
family 
moved. If it is because of a 
death in the family, for ex­ 
ample, 
the situation w ar­ 
rants a great deal of sensi­ 
tivity on the part of the 
child’s new teachers. The 
parents should also explain 
whether the child has had an 
opportunity 
to 
make 
any 
friends in the new neighbor­ 
hood, 
who they 
are 
and 
whether they 
go to 
that 
school. 


Whichever type 
of new 
school the child enters, Miss 
Everett suggests that the 
faculty should be flexible in 
dealing with him or her. In a 
week or 10 days the principal 
should not assign the new 
child permanently to a class. 
It is better to let him visit a 
class or two, see what his 
interests are and how he re­ 
acts to projects being done 
in the classes. 


The Everett School, 
for 
many years the largest pri­ 
vate n u r s e r y-kindergarten 
school in New York City, pio­ 
neered in the idea of “open 
education.” and has recently 


M arianne E verett 


expanded to the eighth grade 
in a beautiful town house 
The school has children of 
several age levels together 
in a class (widely advocated 
now as “ multi-age group­ 
ing” ), and each class is cen­ 
tered around the child as an 
individual.

school that it takes a teacher

who cares about the basic 
worth of each individual to 
help a child develop his own 
powers,” Miss Everett said 
“ And it is mainly the teach­ 
er’s attitude which can in­ 
fluence the sensitivity of a 
group to the feelings of the 
new pupil.” 


She r e c o m m e n d s that 
teachers avoid asking direct 
questions of the new pupil. 
It’s better to help him work 
in small groups so that he 
begins to make friends and 
sees the teacher as an adult 
friend. 


Elizabeth Filer, consultant 
on Child Development to the 
school added. “ When chil­ 
dren 
move 
frequently, 
it 
hampers their growth They 
have concepts of their en­ 
vironment and if they change 
places often they are forced 
to keep adjusting to the out­ 
er environment without time 
or a m ature growth within. 
Sameness is important to a 
child who is growing up—he 
must feel roots ” 


Marianne Everett 
points 
out that before moving, par­ 
ents 
should 
reassure 
the 
child that everything in his 
new bedroom will be exactly 
the same as in his old room. 
She suggests that you not 
have the child around on 
moving day, especially when 
his own room is being torn 
apart. 


The teacher is one of the 
main keys to the child’s ad­ 
justment to the new school, 
of course, and Miss Everett 
urges teachers to find out 
something about the town 
where the child came from, 
his favorite pets and inter­ 
ests, etc.

and 
teachers can help the child 
by saying, “I know how you 
feel—it’s strange here,” and 
by discussing what is the 
same as well as what’s dif­ 
ferent about the new and old 
house, town and school.

Today’s article shows the 
same North and South hands 
as yesterday. The bidding 
and the opening lead are also 
the same. 
So is the play of the queen 
of s p a d e s from dummy. 
South must try to get some 
value out of that card. This 
time it turns out that East 
wins the trick with the ace 
and returns the 10-spot. 
South lets the 10 hold but 
has to win the spade continu­ 
ation. 
He can now count 10 tricks 
if he picks up the queen of 
diamonds and nine tricks if 
he loses the f i n e s s e pro­ 
vided that the defender who 
holds the queen can’t gather 
in two m o r e spade tricks 
when he gains the lead. 


It should be obvious to 
South that if anyone holds 
the last two s p a d e s it is 
West. Therefore, West is the 
dangerous hand and South 
must keep him out of the 
lead. 
A finesse against W e s t 
makes this certain. South 
plays his king of diamonds; 
continues with the 10 and lets 
it ride if W e s t does not 
cover. 
West does have the queen 
so the finesse works and 
South makes his contract 
with an overtrick but South 
should take no pride in this. 
He has merely played the 
hand in workmanlike fashion 
and made sure of his con­ 
tract irrespective of the suc­ 
cess of the finesse.

Election proposition expenses 


SÀCfcAMENTO (UPI > - More than $8 4 
million was spent for and against the 22 
propositions on the Nov. 7 ballot, state 
records showed today. 
The amounts expended on behalf of each 
ballot measure ranged from zero to $1.7 
million which was put up by the California 
State Employes Association for Prop 15. 
The 
most expensive battle — $2.2 
million—was waged by opponents and 
supporters 
of 
Prop. 
14, 
the 
Watson 
property tax limitation initiative, which 
was turned down by voters. 


Backers of the measure, including the 
California Real Estate Association and the 
California Farm Bureau Federation, spent 
$1.4 million, according to post-election 
campaign contribution reports on file with 
the secretary of state’s office. 
Opponents said they spent $795,545 with 
major contributions coming from the 
tobacco and insurance industries. 


The amount spent by the state employes 
association on Prop. 15 was the largest 
amount spent by any single group on behalf 
of a proposition 
The association sponsored Prop 
15, 
which would have removed the governor’s 
veto power over state employes’ pay 
boosts. The Committee Against the Blank 
Check Initiative reported spending $20,538 
in its successful campaign to defeat the 
measure 
The major spending generally occurred, 
however, on propositions which would 
affect business or other economic groups. 
Light spending was reported on the 
successful ballot m easures dealing with 
the death penalty and school busing. 
On Prop. 4. a measure putting the 
legislature on a two-year, congressional- 
type basis, no expenditures were reported. 
The proposal passed 
Campaign spending figures on the major 
propositions were reported last week.

Plans for new state 
capitol gaining momentum 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — 
The legislature is heading 
toward moving out of the 
century-old 
state Capitol 
and plans for building a new 
home for the lawmakers are 
gaining momentum. 
The two-house Legislative 
Rules 
Committee 
has 
decided to close the 3rd and 
4th 
floors of 
the south 
portion—or Senate side—of 
the golden-domed Capitol by 
next June. It also authorized 
a study to determine if the 
entire building should be 
vacated because it is not 
earthquake-safe. 
The action had 
added 
impetus to plans to build a 
new Capitol or legislative 
office building. 
The chairmen of the legis­ 
lature’s money committees 
have 
called 
for 
appropriation of funds next 
year to finance the building 
which they say could be 
ready for occupancy in 1975. 
Assemblyman 
Willie 
Brown 
J r . , 
D-San 
Francisco, chairman of the 
Ways 
and 
Means 
Committee, said he will 
lead a move to provide 
funds in next year s budget 
to get the project started. 
He estimated a new State 
Capitol 
would 
cost 
$25 
million to $30 million. 
“ Plans 
ought 
to 
be 
approved so that by 1975 at 
the latest we can abandon 
this earthquake dangerous 
building,” Brown said. “ The 
risk is just too great. ” 
Sen Randolph Collier, D- 
Yreka, chairman of the 
S 
per 
house’s 
Finance 
mmittee, said he plans to 
push next year for a $50 
million 
appropriation 
to 
build a new Capitol on a four 
-square-block 
site 
immediately east of Capitol 
Park . 
He 
favors 
constructing a building of 
two 
17-story 
towers 
connected by a three-story 
structure. 
One tower would house 
offices 
of 
the 
80 
assemblymen and the other 
would contain offices for the 
40 senators The three-story 
section would house the 
Senate 
and 
Assembly 
chambers, quarters for the 
press 
and 
offices 
for 
legislative staff. 
Collier, 
who 
also 
is 
chairman of a committee 
charged with finding more 
space for the legislature, 
said the new Capitol could 
be 
built and 
ready for 
occupancy by mid-1975 
In 
taking 
its 
closure 
action, the 
joint 
Rules 
Committee cited a report by 
state 
Architect 
Fred 
Hummel who warned that 
the building has ‘ structural 
deficiencies” which would 
make it unsafe even in a 
moderate earthquake 
If 
an 
earthquake 
of 
substantial nature occurs, 
the damage to the Capitol 
would be 
considerable, 
possibly resulting in loss of 
life,” Hummel said, in his 


report issued six months 
ago. 
Assemblyman 
John 
L. 
Burton, D-San Francisco, 
joint 
Rules 
Committee 
chairm an, 
said 
the 
“ independent study” of the 
Capitol authorized by the 
committee would evaluate 
Hummel’s findings. 


Louis 
J . 
Angelo, 
administrative officer of the 
committee, said the panel is 
accepting bids from firms 
for conducting the study, 
which should be completed 
by the end of January 


Burton 
said 
the 
c o m m itt e e ’s 
future 
decisions on the Capitol will 
be “ guided” by the results 
of the study. 
At the request of Senate 


members, Burton, said, the 
committee 
sent 
eviction 
notices 
to 
legislative 
employes and news bureaus 
occupying 
the 
Senate 
section’s 3rd and 4th floors. 
They must vacate their 
offices within six months.

was Sen, George

And conditioning not only im ­ 
proves strength it also helps 
increase body flexibility and 
coordination, 
enabling 
the 
skier to perform in a re­ 
laxed and confident manner. 
An old locker-room cliche 
s a y s 
that 
"conditioning 
should be fun.” Some, no 
doubt, can find pleasure in 
a pushup. But for most, the 
p l e a s u r e of conditioning 
com es more from the sense 
of 
accomplishment 
f r o m 
having done it, rather than 
in doing it, 
QUESTION 
How should I 
go about conditioning? 
You 
should 
set 
yourself 
some training and condition­ 
ing goals 
Goals that con­ 
form to your needs as a 
recreational skier. In setting 
these goals, remember that 
exercising 
is 
a 
building 
process Establish a reason­ 


able and regular schedule 
(which we will discuss in 
further colum ns). Doing ex­ 
haustive exercises one night 
a week is of no value. 
There are two ways to ap­ 
proach a conditioning pro­ 
gram: alone or with a group. 
If you have good self disci­ 
pline, then exercising alone 
might be the most advan­ 
tageous for you.

Points finger at Cowboys' Al worth 


Allen steamed at crackback block

NEW YORK (U P I) -E v e r y tim e 
the shoe fits, G eorge Allen squeaks. 
The latest exam ple is his blast at 
the 
D allas 
Cowboys, 
which 
by 
sim ple extension works out to be a 
blast at their head coach, Tom 
Landry. 


This whole thing centers around 
what Allen insists w as an “ illegal 
and viciou s” block thrown by Lance 
A lw orth, 
the 
C ow boys’ 
w ide 
receiver, at Jack Pardee,“one of the 
Redskins linebackers, in a 34-24 win 
over W ashington Saturday. 
The block 
Allen 
is getting 
so 
overheated about is known as a 
crackback block, so called because a 
wide receiver will take a few steps 
downfield and then com e cracking 
back toward the line of scrim m age 
to execute it. 
What m akes the crackback so 
dangerous is that it’s usually a 


blm dside 
block 
A 
lin eb ack er 
frequently keys on one of the enem y 
backs. 
He doesn’t see the wide 
receiver com ing back to block him , 
and suddenly...crack...there he is 
flat on his back. 
Jack Pardee never saw Lance 
Alworth until it was too late. Pardee 
cam e out of that first half episode 
with a banged up knee and never 
played any m ore in the second half. 
G eorge Allen w as still steam ing 
over the block Monday. 
“ It’s som ething designed to hurt a 
player and I don’t think it has any 
place in football,” he said 
“ It’s 
illegal and viciou s.” 
But 
G eorge 
Allen 
overlooked 
som ething. Maybe accidentally. And 
then again m aybe accidentally on 
purpose. 
He didn’t talk about how Chuck 
H owley, 
the 
C ow boys’ 
veteran 
linebacker, had to undergo surgery 
on his left knee after getting hit by a 


crackback block also in Saturday’s 
contest. He never mentioned that 
Howley is all finished for the season 
and m aybe, som e people are saying, 
for his career. 
Now 
I 
can ’t 
honestly 
blam e 
G eorge Allen for rallying to the 
defense of one of his players, but he 
knows perfectly well Lance Alworth 
is not a dirty player and that the 
crackback 
block 
is 
certain ly 
dangerous but not illegal. 
Not in pro ball, anyway. 
A few years back, the NCAA, 
hoping to decrease knee injuries, 
passed a rule calling for a 15-yard 
penalty against crackback blocks 
delivered below a m an’s w aist, but 
the block still is perfectly legal 
among the pros. 
All 
professional 
coaches 
know 
about the block, and they also know 
it is legal, so when George Allen 
says it isn ’t, he's wrong and what's 
m ore he knows it. 


A ctually, Allen was taking m ore of 
a dig at Tom Landry than he w as at 
Lance Alworth when he said what he 
did 
about 
the 
crackback 
block 
Monday, but Landry doesn’t feel like 
getting into any shouting match. 
Apprised of A llen's rem arks, he 
said:

legality, I would suggest you contact 
the league office. The block was 
designed as any other block, to help 
get a man open There was nothing 
vicious about it.”

Channel Islands 
hot on ling, cod

OCEAN FISHING 
Due to the inclement weather of last week, fishing was at 
a standstill and activity at the Harbor Associates launching 
facility was reduced to a coffee Klatch. However, one or 
two characters did drop in. Ken Jacobsen, who operates the 
“ Islander” reported that prior to the rain and wind he had a 
good charter, with several large salmon hooked that had to 
be returned to the ocean. This is a really heartbreaking 
operation, but it is the law. He also said they had several 
large white sea bass, but lost more than they landed, 
mostly due to inexperienced anglers who would “ horse” 
their fish in with disastrous results. 


We have run across few remarks about the white sea bass 
that might prove of interest. Firstly, this fish is not a bass, 
nor is it closely related, but is of the croaker family. The 
young, caught off the rocks are often referred to as sea 
trout. Here again, no relation to the trout family. 


The white sea bass is a bottom feeder during the day, but 
a surface feeder at night. It has been much depleted of late 
years, but is now beginning to increase in numbers. The so 
called short fin sea bass north of Point Banda is none other 
than our white sea bass. The true species of white sea bass 
is found in abundance south of the Point and in the gulf of 
California, and is distinguished by the pectoral fin shorter 
than that of the species that one catches locallv. 


A party boat operater posed the following problem: when 
the customers go ashore, they sometimes do not want to 
bother with a sack of fish, and leave it on the boat. The 
problem is what to do with the fish. It would appear that the 
boat owner is responsible for them, and could be sited for 
having an over limit in possession. He hates to throw them 
away, so what happens? Technically, the boat owner has 
had the fish in possession! 


As we write this column, the weather has cleared up. 
Cold and sunny, and no doubt the weekend will see the rock 
fisherman out in numbers again. 
Prior to the spell of bad weather, fishing from Santa 
Barbara-Hueneme and Ventura was fabulous, with large 
Ling cod and cow cod running twenty pounds and over, best 
spots apparently around the Channel Islands. 


FRESH WATER 
Very little action on the freshwater fishing front. 
However, the few that faced the wind and rain did fairly 
well on bass, which apparently will respond to lead head 
jigs and plastic worms trolled or worked in deep water. San 
Antonio Lake has been responding to this type of action. 
Again we have no report on Nacimiento Lake, but from 
all accounts the water is rising rapidly, and fishing is at a 
standstill. 
A few boats fished Lopez Lake, with moderate success in 
trolling for rainbows, but bass fishing on the quiet side. 


PIGEONS 
We have an extensive report on the pigeon season which 
opens on Saturday in Southern California, but prospects are 
far from encouraging in normally good hunting areas. 
In northern Santa Barbara County, for instance, Game 
Warden Harold Lantis reports few if any birds at this time. 
A lot of birds were around a month ago in the southern part 
of the county, but apparently they have moved on to better 
feeding areas. 


Game Warden Stuckey says that he has spotted quite a 
few band-tails in the mountain areas of the Cleveland 
National Forest, where prospects look better. 
Band-tails move in and out of an area quickly, however, 
influenced by the weather and the availability of feed- 
mostly acorns, pinon nuts, and berries. 
Ordinarily their favorite feeding grounds: Figuera 
Mountain in Santa Barbara County, Frazier, Pinos and 
Alamo Mountains, Tecuya Ridge, and Grade Valley, in 
eastern Ventura County. 


Some birds have been reported in the Willow Creek area 
between Big Sur and Cambria, and off the Nacimiento Road 
near Plaskett Ridge. 
Limit on pigeons is eight per day and eight in possession 
Shooting hours are from one half hour before sunrise, to 
sunset. Season is from Dec 16 thru Jan. 14. 


DFG Wardens note that one effective way to hunt band- 
tails is to get upwind of them early in the morning as they 
roost in firs on the crests of the ridges or mountains. They 
soar down into the canyons to feed as the warming wind 
comes up 


Up to date, 52.801 hunters killed a total number of 91,190 
wild fowl, consisting of 86.484 ducks, 1,873 geese, 2,833 
coots, on an average 1.7 birds per hunter. We wonder is it 
worth it to sit in cold wet blinds and be happily miserable 
for such a small return!

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S.B. Museum of Art: a resource to 


art understanding and appreciation 


Unlike the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art in New York City, the Santa 
Barbara Museum of Art (SBMA), 
1130 State St., is not one of the 
greatest art institutions in the 
western world. It does, however, 
contain some art from many periods 
of man’s history. 


For people on the Central Coast, 
SBMA serves as an important 
resource to art appreciation and 
understanding. 
SBMA 
recently 
hired 
Randy 
Osman, 33, a former art history 
teacher 
at 
Portland 
State 
University, as curator of education. 
He favors the new ideas of art 
museum functions and operations. 
“ Museums 
traditionally 
have 
been 
involved 
in 
selection, 
collection 
and 
display 
of 
art. 
Interpretaton 
has 
not 
been 
emphasized in the past,” Osman 
said. 
However, he went on: “ Now with 
the new movements in education, 
interpretation and explanation of a 
collection is coming into emphasis.” 
By interpretation and explanation, 
Osman means a museum providing 
information to visitors about each 
art piece, how it relates to similar 
art pieces in other cultures, as well 
as information on the period during 
which it was produced and on the 
artist himself. 
Presently, 
this 
type 
of 
information is available at SBMA 
through guided tours conducted by 
volunteer docents (tour guides) on 
Wednesdays at 12:30 p.m., free. 
Osman said labeling of collections 
and 
individual 
art 
pieces also 
outlines such information. However, 
this writer observed that at present 
SBMA labeling appears inconsistent 
— some are and some aren’t. 
He 
explained 
that 
extensive 
labeling and special interpretation 
shows come under the developing 
future of SBMA, a future that 
includes a new SBMA location and 
building. To date they have raised 
three 
million 
dollars 
(from 
personal, 
institution, 
and 
corporation 
donations) 
of 
the 
needed 
six. 
Then 
construction 
begins on a donated site at Santa

Barbara and Arellega Streets. 
“ Museums are not a profit raising 
institution. We don’t sell something. 
We offer a service free of charge,” 
said Osman. 
Hence, the reason art museums 
solicit 
membership 
and 
contributions. (SBMA receives no 
tax money.) 
On hand at SBMA, besides rented 
exhibits which constantly change, is 
an imbalanced permanent collection 
of art from ancient Egypt to modem 
America times. 
Two Egyptian seated 
(stone) 
deity figures (circa 13,000 to 12,000 
B.C.), Greek and Roman gold coins, 
Republic and Imperial dated Roman 
columns, Roman glassware found

all over the Mediterranean area, 
Greek pottery, and Roman copies of 
Greek 
statues 
and 
busts 
are 
displayed in the museum’s vestibule 
and center room, which is also 
decorated with green plants. These 
scant and earliest art pieces have 
been permanently loaned to SBMA. 
A room at left usually houses 
European art after the fall of 
Roman (500 A.D.). This collection, 
now stored while an exhibit hangs in 
its place, includes paintings (over 
400) from medieval or Christian, 
renaissance, 
baroque, 
impressionism, expressionism, and 
other art periods. 
There is a painting by Jerome 
Bosch with his monsters (late 15th 
century), a renaissance painting 
called “ Christ Exorcising Devils' , a 
canvas from the Rubens school, and 
works by more recent artists like 
Manet, Degas, and Salvador Dali. 
Further back are two rooms of 
Asian art — huge and miniature 
sculptures, ceramics, jade work, 
oriental paintings, Kwan Yin, a five 
foot mother deity statue from the 
Sung dynasty (circa 900 A.D.), may 
be the most valuable object there. A 
Buddhist symbol of harmony, it is 
carved 
from 
wood 
and 
poly­ 
chromed with gold features. 
One of a few in the U.S., according 
to Osman. 
Turning right from the center 
room 
leads 
a 
visitor 
to 
a 
particularly 
interesting 
and, 
to 
many, unknown period of 18th and 
19th century American art. Much of 
it said Osman “ documents the 
vanishing ecology of America.’ 
Several 
landscapes 
depict 
a 
beautiful and clean country. For 
example, see works by George 
Inness (1825-1894). 
Here too is a primitive wood 
sculpture of a perched eagle. “ It is a 
beautiful piece of early American 
folk art,” observed Osman. 
Note 
the striking 40x51” 
oil 
“ Buffalo Hunter” , artist unknown. 
Pre-Columbian 
(before 
the 


European discovery of America) art 
from South America and Mexico 
sets glass encased in two small 
rooms upstairs. The objects are 
mostly stone sculptures of gods, 
fertility figures, and other symbols, 
much 
of 
which 
reflect 
these 
vanished people’s animism beliefs. 
Labeling 
here 
provides 
good 
background. 
Another upstairs room contains a 
small, but well displayed collection 
of African art like ceremonial 
masks (used to evoke spirits), 
ornamental combs and other pieces, 
made mostly from hard woods. 
Osman 
stressed 
that 
many 
Western world people today rashly 
judge African art as primitive. 
“ They 
(African artists) wers 
people who could do renaissance art 
if they wanted. They did very well 
what they wanted to do,” he said, 
pointing out lines and shapes of 
different masks which 20th century 
artists like Picasso, Moigliani, and 
Brancusi 
based 
new 
art 
developments. Example; cubism. 
A large collection of different 
century dolls, waring faces from 
grotesque 
to 
heavenly, 
are 
displayed behind glass in a long, 
narrow room. — S.T.

Sounds “In The Beginning of Creation 


In the beginning of creation there 
was no music, but maybe there was 
sound. A 20th century composer’s 
conception 
on 
sound 
“ In 
The 
Beginning of Creation” , an avant 
garde 
composition, 
will 
be 
performed 
by 
Allan 
Hancock 
College’s 
a 
capella 
choir 
and 
electronic equipment December 17 
and 18 at 8 p.m. in the performing 
arts theater. 
Neither 
human 
or 
electronic 
sound were around in those days, 
however. Daniel Pinkham wrote the 
composition in 1970. 
Choir director Larry Delinger, 
who selected the piece as part of “ A 
Christmas 
Festival” 
concert, 


Harpist 
Sandy Dwelle 


explained last week that it is “ a 
piece for choir and electronic tape 
that uses standard music notation 
plus graphic notation and makes use 
of improvisational techniques from 
individual choir members. It is also 
choreographed.” 
Translation: 
people 
dance 
to 
electronic and human sounds. 
These sounds, which this writer 
heard last week during a rehearsal, 
included electronic bings and pongs 
and human (the choir) whispers and 
moans. 
How should one listen to such a 
piece, asked this writer? 
“ By listening for pure sound, not 
melodies,” Delinger said. There is 
no melody in "In The Beginning of 
Creation.” 
“ You listen to it like you watch 
cloud formations. You don’t expect 
cloud to do anything (but you watch 
them and make up pictures,” 
But are people suppose to enjoy 
such sounds? 
Delinger replied, “ I don’t think 
you have 
to enjoy 
music 
(to 


appreciate it.” 
As this writer was about to say 
Pinkham’s composition didn’t sound 
very Christmasy, Delinger went on 
to say that the piece exemplifies 
what is being written by serious 
composers today — that is music 
without melody. 
“ People like to listen to water and 
the sound of trees. This is what 
serious music is getting back to,” he 
stated. 


Delinger believes that if a person 
listens open minded to “ In The 
Beginning of Creation ” , the person 
can’t help getting something out of 
it. He included the composition in 
the concert to introduce “a new 
dimension to the listener’s mind ” 
Anyway, said Delinger, “ for me 
Christmas is just a time for music. 
So, I pick not typical music." 
He 
described 
“ A 
Christmas 
Festival;’ as not the typical choir 
concert because the choir moves 
around and members are positioned 
differently. 
Neither is the choir a capella 


(w ithout 
instrum ental 
accompaniment). A guest artist, 
Sandy Dwelle, accompanies the 
choir on the harp for a few 
Christmas carol numbers 
The concert opens with “ Sweet 
Virgin Mary” a 16th century carol 
“ Jebilate Deo” , a contemporary 
setting of Latin Psalm 100, follows. 
Other numbers are “ O Magnum 
Mysterium” (a Latin piece written 
in 1952), “ Aria" written by J.S. 
Bach), “ Gloria” (modem setting), 
and five selections for "A Ceremony 
of Carols” , written by Benjamin 
Britten. These five numbers are 
carols based on old English Poems 
Titles 
are 
“ Wolcum 
Yole ”, 
“ There is No Rose” , “ This Little 
Babe ” , 
‘‘Interlude ”, 
‘‘Deo 
G racias” . 
Harpist 
Dwelle 
accompanies the choir on three of 
these numbers.

If you didn’t know warm 
w eather 
had 
arrived, 
you 
know it the m o m e n t all 
those 
cold-water 
pipes 
in 
your basem ent begin sw eat­ 
ing and dripping. Moisture 
in the air hits the cold sur­ 
face, condenses and the next 
thing you know— puddles on 
the floor. 
Condensation 
is 
particu­ 
larly a hot w eather prob­ 
lem’. It is not only annoying, 
it also can be dam aging. 
A nything stored in the im­ 
m ediate area is bound to be 
dam aged—-mildew and rust. 
You m ust elim inate the 
m oisture and you must pre­ 
vent the pipes from sw eat­ 
ing. Since you cannot keep 
the air com pletely dry. con­ 
sider the p r e v e n t i o n of 
sw eating pipes in any event. 
This i.s done by insulating 
the pipes. A num ber of in­ 
sulating m aterials are avail­ 
able for wrapping around. 
The m aterial should offer 
both insulation and a vapor 
barrier so that it does not 
becom e saturated itself. 
One form is a tape of a 
plastic cork m aterial that is 
adhesive-backed and which 
can be wrapped around the 
pipe and left in place. Just 
wrap and press. The m ate­ 
rial is w aterproof and, there­ 
fore. needs no m oisture bar­ 
rier W rap tightly so that no 
pipe is exposed between the 
turns of the tape. 
F i b e r g l a s s insulation is 
very effective This must be 
used with a separate vapor 


barrier that is w r a p p e d 
around the fiberglass. First 
wrap the fiberglass around 
the 
pipe. 
T h e n 
use the 
vapor-proof tape • generally 
an aluminum tape) over it. 
This holds the fiberglass in 
place while protecting it as 
well. 


Don’t neglect elbows, tees 
and valves. Cut small pieces 
to use in these areas. 


A trifle m ore expensive, 
but very attractive, is plastic 
foam. Tubing is made of the 
m aterial and is applied by 
slitting the tubing a ong one 
side and then fitting it over 
the pipe. Seal the cut with 
adhesive or with tape. 


There are som e form s of 
m astic on the market that 
can be trow eled on. W hen 
dry. a waterproof surface is 
formed. 


With the pipes insulated, 
vou 
have 
elim inated 
the 
problem of dripping pipes 
but not the one of excess- 
ivelv moist air 


Remove excess m oisture 
before it can damage other 
surfaces Good ventilation is 
the key. Open basem ent win­ 
dows whenever it is warm 
and dry outside 
Use a dehum idifier if the 
m oisture is too troublesom e.

The

remembers

emotions ran extremely high this year 
with 
the 
recommendation 
that 
two 
schools in the district be 
the 
result 
of 
decreased 
The 
recommendation was 


elementary 
closed 
as 
enrollment, 
defeated. 


But the problem remains. 
Enrollment 
in 
the 
Unified 
School 
District 
is down 
approximately 2,000 
students from its record high. Enrollment 
continues to decline monthly; a drop of 81 
students was recorded just last month. 
The elementary schools in the district 
now 
have 
45 
vacant 
classrooms. 
In

addition to the vacant classrooms, several 
classrooms are not being utilized as 
standard classrooms but 
as resource 
areas, library additions and other uses. 
The administration is currently visiting 
specific areas of the district to study the 
problem in depth, to confer with teachers 
and 
elementary 
administrators 
and 
parents. Upon completion of this in-depth 
study, recommendations will be put forth 
before the board of trustees at their first 
meeting in February 1973. 
The problem is not resolving itself. The 
district, as any business would, must face 
up 
to 
economic 
reality. 
It 
is 
their 
responsibility to the taxpayer. Certainly, 
emotion will play a big part in any 
recommendations which affect our schools 
but in weighing emotion with economic 
reality, it is hoped that emotion will be 
rational. 


Harry Truman 


For a while, Harry Truman was 
enormously 
popular 
among 
the 
academic elite. He reached the peak 
of his popularity after his defeat of 
Thomas E. Dewey, whose self - 
assurance in a year that saw his 
opponents divided into three camps 
made his defeat all the more 
satisfying. The academic flirtation 
with Henry Wallace was brief, and 
by the time the fall of 1948 came 
around. Wallace had lost all but 
hardened fellow - travelers and the 
advanced 
addlepated 
Strom 
Thurmond, of course, was merely a 
Democratic embarrassment. They 
went accordingly to work for Harry 
Truman, a man they had despised in 
part because he presumed to sit at 
the desk of his great predecessor, in 
part because his vulgarity was 
always showing through, in part 
because of the general postwar 
diplom at ic 
and 
econo mic 
pandemonium. 
At one point in the 
demoralized spring 
of 1948, when Harry 
Truman was con­ 
sidered 
un-reelec­ 
table, 
and 
when 
Democratic 
party 
leaders were urging 
him 
not 
to 
run 
again, 
Senator 
Claude 
Pepper 
publicly 
proposed 
that the Democrats 
nominate 
General 
Dwight 
E i s e n ­ 
hower, and permit 
him to write the 
platform 
for 
the 
Democratic Party. 
Then Truman began to fight. And 
suddenly 
the 
t a s t e m a k e r s 
discovered him. The coarser his 
rhetoric, the more vituperatively he 
denounced 
the 
Republicans, the 
more they liked it. One has visions 
of the ascetic, aristocratic Arturo 
Toscanini, who used to like nothing 
more than viewing the old wrestling 
matches on television about which 
he would get so excited he would 
jump up and down on the couch 
yelling “Keel him! 
Keel him!” 
Which is exactly what Truman went 
on to do to his opponent, as the 
professors jumped up and down on 
their lecture platforms. 
By the time the end of the next 
term came, the public had visibly 
tired of Truman. Senator McCarthy 
had dramatized the extraordinary 
post-war diplomatic defeats. We 
were fighting in South Korea a war 
which Truman was pleased to call a 
police action We had lost China, and 
it was plain that the Soviet Union 
had no intention of releasing the 
countries it held captive in East 
Europe 
The 
Soviet 
Union had 
developed an atom bomb three 
years before the most pessimistic 
estimate of when they would do so. 
Domestically, 
Truman’s 
ar­ 


rogance was wearing the public 
down. He thought one day on the 
flimsiest ground to take possession 
of the steel industry, and was 
quickly rebuked by the Supreme 
Court. He was always wrangling 
with Congress and declining to 
permit Congressional committees to 
examine executive records. He had 
indeed developed a megalomania 
which was socially embarrassing, at 
odds with the republican spirit 
which is especially appropriate to 
Democratic presidents. 


He chose, wisely, not to run again, 
and left the White House without 
anything 
more 
than 
a 
purely 
perfunctory 
exchange 
with 
his 
successor. But as the years went on 
so did the rehabilitation of Harry 
Truman. 


At this enterprise his old friend 
Dean 
Acheson 
was 
tireless, 
remarking the solid qualities of 
T r u m a n ’s 
c h a r a c t e r , 
his 


decisiveness 
and 
courage, 
the 
implacable stands he had taken 
against the Soviet Union in Greece, 
and against Red China in Korea. He 


had given the order, against the 
advice of the great Oppenheimer, to 
construct a hydrogen bomb. He knit 
together the network of alliances 


that still survive, at least formally. 
He enthusiastically presided over 
the foreign aid that catalyzed the 
economic recoverv of West Europe. 


And like Cincinnatus returned to 
civilian pursuits, he now devoted 
himself 
to 
his 
library, 
to 
entertaining foreign and domestic 
visitors, and to occasional acts of 
charming exuberance like playing 
the piano with Jimmy Durante. He 
was hailed as a great president. 


For his sake it is good that he has 
been senile during the last few 
years, 
so 
heavy 
now 
with 
displeasure against him and his 
policies, is the critical mood. He, it 


is said, is more responsible than any 
man in America for the cold war, 
for the internecine alliances, for 
United 
States 
militarism 
and 
chauvinism, 
for 
a 
delay 
in 
discharging our obligations to racial 
equality. Thus the pendulum swung, 
and he wasn’t, in ill health, fit, as in 
the old days, to grab hold of it and 
hurl it back, knocking over the 
fainthearted, the revisionists, the 
ideological egalitarians who are 


currently in control of the history 
factories. 
Harry 
Truman 
made 
many grievous mistakes, but it is 
not his mistakes that are singled out 
for criticism, but his triumphs.

Ecology and energy 


Last week I took in the annual 
winter meeting of the California 
Press Ass’n. in San Francisco for 
three reasons: (1) The program was 
on a fascinating subject — “Ecology 
and Energy: The Great Debate,” 
(2) No one from the Record has ever 
attended this get-together, yet we 
have been a member since the year 
1 and (3) Anyone passing up a 
chance to go to “The City” has 
rocks in his head. 
The speakers, all noteworthy, 
were Robert Gros, vice president 
for Public Relations of PG&E and 
M. 
R. 
Thomanson, 
manager, 
Forecasting and Planning for Shell 
Oil 
Company, 
representing 
the 
energy part of the program; Mr. 
Mike McCloskey, executive director 
of the Sierra Club, and Mrs. Janet 
Adams, 
state chairman of 
the 
California Coastal 
Alliance, 
the 
promoters of Prop. 20. 
Mr. Gros has spoken in Lompoc in 
the 
past, 
at 
a 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce installation dinner, so 
those who remember know what a 
dynamic speaker he is. And he had 
all the facts and figures, which the 
conservationists, in many cases, do 
not want to accept or face. 
His 
counterpart 
was 
Mr. 
McCloskey. I must say that I was 
greatly 
disappointed 
in 
his 
presentation. I have heard of this 
man for some time and he is the 
champion of the environmentalists. 
His 
remarks 
were 
generalities, 
simplistic solutions and half truths. 
Furthermore, 
his 
attitude 
was 
depreciative and patronizing. He 
didn’t sell with me. 


On the other hand, Mrs. Adams 
was very sharp, in general had done 
her homework well, and gained the 
respect of all her listeners. She 
made much of the Rand Report and 
its emphasis upon the approaching 
energy shortage, which is certainly 
true, as was ably pointed out by Mr. 
Thomanson in his talk. However, 
this report also urges that the power 
companies switch to natural gas as 
a substitute for the disappearing 
energy sources. 
The trouble with this solution is 
that the U.S. is already buying gas 
from Canada and they will no doubt 
want to keep all they have for 
themselves in the not too distant 
future. 


Mr. 
Thomanson, 
a 
geologist, 
showed charts of our fossil fuel 
resources projected into the year 
2000, which, when you are talking 
about this particular field, isn’t 
really so far away, and sadly, our 
demand far surpasses the available 
supply. One fact of the matter is 
that other countries in the world, 
mainly 
in 
the 
Mid-East 
and 
Southeast Asia, have most of the oil. 


They will drive the best bargain 
they can with a fuel-hungry United 
States so we can expect that it will 
not be cheap. They will have us by 
the short hair, in other words. This 
will affect our balance of payment 
levels 
which 
Mr. 
Thomanson 
predicted 
would 
hit 
in 
the 
neighborhood of a $380 billion deficit 
per year for the United States. 
We are in somewhat of a pickle, it 
would appear! 


Two other new sources of fuel 
used to produce electricity, solar 
and thermal, are being pushed hard 
by those who object to the use of 
nuclear energy. I read of a man in 
Los Angeles who claims to have 
made solar energy practicable but 
didn’t have the money to carry on 
his campaign for getting it before 
the right people. 


The 
huge 
Light 
and 
Power 
building 
in 
downtown 
L.A. 
is 
completely lit by solar energy - day 
and 
night, 
which caused 
some 
consternation 
in 
the 
citizenry 
because they thought it was a waste 
of electricity. But as yet there is no 
way to harness the sun’s heat to 
produce enough wattage to help us 
out of our energy crunch on a long 
term basis. 


As far as thermal sources are 
concerned, they are being used by a 
large utility company now to some 
extent, 
but 
harnessing 
all 
the 
sources in our state would not add 
anough to the total needs that are 
projected, 
even 
if 
it 
were 
economically feasible, which it is 
not. The only answer is nuclear 
energy. 


Next week my editor and I have 
been invited to attend the opening 
ceremonies of the Diablo Canyon 
Nuclear Information Center near 
the Avila turnoff on Highway 101. 
There will be mock-up displays and 
all 
sorts 
of 
interesting 
and 
educational things there to see so a 
full report on that will be given you 
in a future column.
